Welcome  to  the  second  garden  torn'  benefiting  die  Victorian  Alliance. 
We  hope  you  enjoy  your  stroll  around  diese  city  gardens  and  find  die 
afternoon  bodi  relaxing  and  inspiring. 

/.  3660  Jackson  St  (north  side):  The  starling  point  of  die  tour 
zigzags  you  into  an  exquisite  French  garden  widi  winding  padis,  a spiii tual 
focal  point  and  a glorious  rose  garden.  The  landscape  arcliitect  is  Nick 
Nicolaus.  Next,  head  west  on  Jackson  to  die  comer  of  Jackson  and  Maple. 

2.  34  Maple  St.  (north  side  of  Jackson):  Only  a few'  doors  w'est, 
diis  soodiing,  old  fashioned  garden  was  designed  by  Robyn  Pope.  It  features 
both  shade  plants  and  a colorful  array  of  roses.  .An  ornamental  fountain  is 
die  centerpiece.  (LIGHT  REFRESHMENTS  HERE,  2:30  to  4:30.) 

When  lea\ing  diis  garden,  still  headed  west,  notice  die  median  strip  on 
Maple,  also  designed  by  Robyn  Pope.  This  gift  to  die  street  by  die  owners  of 
34  Maple  is  an  urban  sanctuary  widi  a Mediterranean  feel  inviting  die 
pedestrian  to  meditate  a bit  around  a cobblestone  medallion. 

3.  3712  Jackson  St.  (north  side):  This  newly  planted,  serene  classical 
garden,  was  designed  by  Elizabedi  Everdell,  to  block  out  die  noise  and  visual 
distractions  of  die  city. 

4.  3756 Jackson  St.  tiiorth  side):  A regal  terraced  garden  featuring 
hills  in  a variety  of  cascading  lavender  flowers. 

5.  3855 Jackson  St.  (south  side):  Notice  die  espaliered  apple 
trees  in  the  front  and  the  kid-friendly  lawned  garden  in  die  real'.  Next  head 
west  to  Arguello  Boulevar  d,  turn  left  on  Arguello,  cross  die  str  eet  and  you  are 
in  die  circular  community  of  Presidio  Terrace.  The  first  house  on  the  light 
is 

6.  1 Presidio  Terrace.  An  English  cottage  garden  rich  in  texture 
and  color.  Climbing  roses  and  flowers  tumbling  over  rocks  winds  you  around 
the  back  to  a small  fountain.  Designed  by  Cenita  Fairbanks,  and  more 
recendy  by  Elizabeth  Everdell.  9r  When  leaving  head  towards 

7.  5 Presidio  Terrace:.  A book  on  Presidio  Terrace  is  available 
here  for  historians  with  a San  Ftancisco  interest.  This  nrultileveled,  peaceful 
garden  is  highlighted  by  a koi  pond.  Veiy  relaxing,  but  don’t  go  to  sleep  here. 
Go  across  die  street  to 


8.  34  Presidio  Terrace".  Beautifully  manicured,  classical  garden 
with  roses  encircling  die  home.  When  you  leave  diis  garden,  die  shortest 
route  back  to  Argue llo  Boulevard  is  back  to  the  right. 

WHILE  YOU’RE  AROUND,  PONT  MISS 

Presidio  Terrace:  Although  not  the  entire  Presidio  Terrace  neighborhood  is 
participating  in  the  tour,  it  would  be  hard  to  walk  into  this  sanctuary  and  not  take  a peek. 

A book  on  the  history  of  these  few  homes  has  been  made  available  to  us  by  a generous 

donor  and  will  be  available  during  the  tour  should  you  desire  to  buy  one. 

Th8  Presidio:  To  the  north  of  Jackson  Street  is  The  Presidio.  The  U.S.  Army 

occupied  this  beautiful  property  until  recently,  but  it  is  now  a park  that  should  be  explored  - 
today  might  be  as  good  a day  as  any. 

The  Presidio  Golf  Course:  At  the  end  of  Presidio  Boulevard,  a turn  to  the 
left  will  lead  to  this  old  golf  course  that  was  once  a combination  military  and  private  club 
with  a members-only  clubhouse  located  in  Presidio  Terrace.  Operations  have  been  taken 
over  by  The  Arnold  Palmer  Company  in  recent  years  and  the  course  is  at  least  as  beautiful  as 
it  has  ever  been  - some  claim  it  is  even  better.  If  you  want  to  check  out  the  pro  shop  and 
restaurant  inside  the  new  clubhouse,  go  to  the  end  of  Arguello'  Boulevard  and  bear  right  to 
reach  the  new  parking  lot  and  the  front  door.
